Conn.) offered in the house yesterday 
a bill amending existing laws so as to 
permit national banks to issue cur- 
rency to the par value of bonds depos- 
ited. When currency is issued to the 
banks the secretary of the treasury is 
directed to redeem and cancel a corre- 
sponding amount of legal tenders, 
bhonld no .egal tenders be presented 
for redemption, then the secretary is 
authorized to redeem and cancel notes 
issued nnder the Sherman act.

The survivors, 12 in number have 


jeen brought to this city and are in 
jail.The steamer Maria Perm brought 
yesterday from Puerto Padre, 13 politi 
cal prisoners, all prominent residents 
of that place. Among them was the 
resident of the autonomist party of 
.he town, Dr. Jose N. Maceo, and his 
son. The men were all handcuffed 
and have been lodged in jaiL

WASHINGTON, Feb. 
4.—When 
the 


Davis resolution on the Monroe doc- 
trine, reported from the senate com- 
mittee on foreign relations, is reached 
on the calendar, or is made the unfin- 
ished business of the senate, a motion 
will be made to proceed with the de- 
trate behind closed doors. As such a 
motion only requires a single second, 
t is possible for two senators to com- 
pel such action to be taken. Many 
senators believe that this is the proper 
course with respect to this question, 
and the statement is made with posi- 
;iveuess that at the outset, at least, 
the doors will be closed to the public 
and the official reporters of the senate 
debates will be excluded irom the 
chamber so that the words spoken in 
debate will not be taken down. 


A leading member of the committee 


on foreign relation^ said yesterday 
that no harm could come from the 
carefully prepared essays on this res- 
olution but that harm might grow out 
of the impromptu debate that would 
ctvtaiuly follow this question when it 
came before the senate regularly for 
consideration. 
That the resolution 


will pass, although it may be mocliflec. 
somewhat, there is no doubt, and some 
members of the committee holft that 
in the future, when this government 
has occasion to invoke the doctrine as 
enunciated by the senate the debate 
may be called in to interpret the con- 
struction placed upon the resolution 
at the time it was adopted. 


As the senate desires the text of the 


resolution to speak for itself, it will 
see to it that the debate does not appear 
for the future use or misuse of any 
secretary of state or foreign diplomat 
This appears to be the judgment bf a 
majority of the committee on foreign 
relations.

Drought hundreds of gnesta. 


It was the pioneer of the "high art" 


saloons. It has never been equaled by 
uny of its successors, for within the 
four walls of the cafe are works of art 
alued from $350,000 to $500,00. A sin- 
;le picture, Bouguereau's greatest 
work, "Jiyinphs and Satyr," cost Ed- 
ward B. Stokes $50,000, and to-day it 
B probably worth much more than 
that. 


But all things pale here in New York 


•with its insatiable thirst for change. 


The nude in art for exhibition was a 


comparatively new thing when Mr. 
Stokes hung Bougnereau's "Nymphs," 
and it was no uncommon sight for 
many years to see men standing in 
Front of the great picture six and 
seven rows deep. They were all admir- 
ers of art, of course, but they were very 
thirsty admirers, and the "Nymphs" 
lid nothing to make their tongues less 
parched. The barkeepers in conse- 
quence reaped a harvest. 


Another feature, too, that has had 


much to do with causing the bar re- 
ceipts to drop is the falling away of 
the great men who were wont once to 
moke the big cafe their headquarters.

associate such a polite, urbane, self- 
possessed, gentlemanly little man with 
he idea of a "bouncer." 


Nor were the actors missing. Night 


f fter night, \\hen the curtains had gone 
*own in the various playhouses, and In 
Ihe afternoons when there were no mat- 
inees, you could always find Maurice 
narrymorc, Kyile Bellew, "Bob" Hill- 
lard, Wilton Laclcnye, Francis Wilson, 
T)o Wolf Hopper, James T. Powers, Dig- 
bv Bell and a score of other shining 
lights of the stage talking shop at two 
or three big tables, while an admiring 
throng of outsiders stood about, happy 
if they could catch a word now and 
then. Mosft of these stage people have 
•somehow grown to be too prosperous 


too proud to sit about the old cafe 


even \vhen they are in town. They 
patronize the swell hotels farther up 
town. It was said, and not so very long 
ngo: "If you are only patient you will 
rooner or later see in the Hoffman 
house bar every man you have ever met 
in any corner of the world." All of 
vhich iinely illustrates the mutability 
of things human. 


It is not the intention of Mr. Stofces 


lo do away entirely with a bar, nor are 
tht^art treasures of the cafe to be sold 
or scattered, soys the New York World. 
It is the intention to take the store on 
the Broadway front of the noffman 
house, now occupied by Fleichman, the 
florist, and locate a buffet bar there, 
with tables and cozy corners. Only a 
few of the pictures, statues and bric-a- 
Vrac will find a place in the new bar- 
room. The rest will be put in other 
parts of the house—in the restaurant, 
dining-room, etc.

IMPROVEfT POSTAL SERVICE. 


Depaitsatai Perfeottnt; Commonlratl**

Between Cities MH| Outlying Town*.

Keports received at the post office 


department from divielpn superintend- 
ents indicate the marked success of a 
special postal service recently estab- 
lished for the benefit of small cities and 
towns lying witiiin a short distance of 
metropolitan centers. During the lat- 
ter part of last y*ar Postmaster-General 
VUlson became convinced that better 
find more frequent service should be 
established between these commercial 
places and towns distant SO or 75 miles 
from them. The matter was taken up 
by Second Assistant Postmaster-Gen- 
Oral Neilson, who authorized local serv- 
ice of this character on the Delaware, 
Lackawanna & Western railway in 
>ew York and on the Pennsylvania 
railway out of Philadelphia. He also 
authorized this service in the New Eng- 
land postal division, but it has not yet 
gone into effect, owing to the delay in 
building necessary apartment cars by 
the railroad companies interested. 


The superintendent of the Third di- 


vision, which Includes Washington, 
Maryland and Virginia, reports that 
the service has been a great success. 
The same service between Lulo, Ga,, 
and Atlanta has expedited the trans- 
mission of mail matter and newspapers 
i'i the southern states. Tc Cincinnati, 
Marion, Dayton. Louisville, St. Louis 
and to points in Kansas great benefit 
has resulted. Michigan town* hare re- 
ceived these improved facilities from 
Chicago. 


Capt White, general superintendent 


of the railway mail service, said the 
other day that while as time passes the 
local service wo>ild increase in useful- 
ness to the public and very materially 
odvance the interests of the post office 
department, as opportunity offers the 
service will be extended throughout the 
country.

Peculiar Tangle In Coort.

The state board of health has corn- 


pitted its annual report for the year 
1&05. The report will contain a sum- 
mary of the mortality of the state for 
the year, and states that there has 
been reported in the monthly bulletin 
during- the year, 121,535 deaths; this is 
3,500 more than in 1894, but less than 
any previous year since 1890. Delayed 
returns not recorded in the bulletin, 
to the number of 4,500 deaths, makes 
the actual mortality for the jear 120,- 
235. 
The estimated reporting popu- 


lation is 0,650,000, which makes a dentil 
rate for the year of 19 per 1,000 popula- 
tion; iu ISOi it WHS 18.75; in ISli, 19.50; 
in 1893, 20.78; in 1891, 21.43, and in 1890, 
1905.

There wss another late session of the 
fficial buaftl of the Christian church 
set night The matter under consider- 
ation was in relation to the pastor, Rev. 
Mp. F. Hall, and was whether he should 


retained as pastor of the church or 


not There are some who are opposed 
to rotstning him longer, and it has been 
laimed that a majority are opposed to 
him. .Not long since the official board 
lecided almost unanimously in favor of 
{all remaining. Ths meeting last night 
was attended by many members of the 
church. Reporters were excluded, and 
he meeting was confined exclusively to 
the membership. 


There was some talk about a discrep- 


ancy of 160 between the hooks of the 
treasurer, J. E. Patterson, and the ac- 
count kept by the pastor. There were 
some hot words in relation to this, but it 
was finally left to a committee to inves- 
tigate the treasurer's books. Mr. Patter- 
son resigned the position of treasurer 
and William Wllllasas was elected to 
succeed him. G.W.Jones was elected 
clerk. 


There was a motion by Mr. Patterson 


to ask Rev. Hall to resign and under 
that motion there was a good deal of 
unpleasant talk. None voted, ot course, 
hut the official board which some time 
•go had decided that the trustees wen 


members of the board and not en- 


titlcd to vote, and yet some of those who 
ar« opposed to Hall tried to vote last 
night on the proposition to ask the pas- 
tor's resignation. 
They were such as 


were opposed to him. The Patterson 
motion was lost 10 to 3, according to the 
rule excluding the vote of trustees, and 
10 to 6 by allowing the two votes cast 
by the opposing trustees. 
There was 


applause over this result by the mem- 
bers present.

It developed* that in making Up the 


subscription list,'for the support of the 
gospel for the year 11,800 had been 
pledged .end that 1200 of the amount 
was made contingent on Hall's going 
away, and 1300 was subscribed on condi- 
tion that he remained; this left pledges 
to the amount of M.300 that -had no 
strings to it. 
There was some bad feel- 


ing over the result, and Jesse Leforgee

announced they 


would pay no more to the church an{l 
there were others who in other ways in- 
dicated they would quit paying. 


Mr. Hall says the trouble began at tbe 


time, he held his camp meeting; all bad 
been lovely up to that time and his sal- 
ary was promptly paid. The camp meet- 
ing project caused a disagreement with 
some who had always run-the church 
and ever since they had been conspiring 
to oust him. His salary is now W86 be- 
hind. 


Mr. Hall has been sustained by a ma- 


jority of the board and is backed by a 
majority of the congregation, but these 
who oppose him-are men of strong influ- 
ence and will make it exceedingly un- 
pleasant for him. Mr. Hall insists that 
his policy will build up tbe church and 
if the malcontents would allow him to 
go ahead, they themselves would ulti- 
mately admit his policy was good. 


John E. Patterson was seen to-day by 


a reporter. "You can say for me that I 
say George F. Hall is a hypnotist. The 
majority of the official board is against 
him. 
I know it, bnt they are afraid to 


vote against him when it comes to th*e 
test. He has them completely hypno- 
tized." 


Klor'* Claim Paid. 


In 1861 the crops and land of Mr. 


Frederick Klor, near Camp Butler, San- 
gamon county, were badly damaged by 
Illinois troops being mustered into the 
service. Mr. Klor presented his claim 
for $1,800 to the United Htates govern- 
ment, who, after many years' investiga- 
tion, decided that, as the troops had not 
been mustered into the ..United States 
service, the claim should fall upon tbe 
state of Illinois. The matter was re- 
ferred to tbe state claims board, who 
have thoroughly investigated the mat- 
ter and awarded Mr. Klor 11,500, which 
will no paid hie by the state.
